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FCC Registration Number Becomes 
Mandatory In December 


from The ARRL Letter — Get ready (again) for the FRN! Al- 
though the FCC has slipped the deadline before, the Commis- 
sion said this week that, starting December 3, 2001, everyone 
doing business with the FCC—licensed or not—must obtain and 
use a 10-digit FCC Registration Number—or FRN. The FCC 
called the move “a first step” toward streamlining fee collection 
and tracking. Many amateurs registered with the Universal Li- 
censing System (ULS) were assigned a 10-digit FRN by the Com- 
mission Registration System—or CORES—in a one-time cross- 
registration last year and notified by mail. 


Details to implement CORES for the Amateur Service are still 
being worked out. Steve Linn of the FCC’s Wireless Telecom- 
munications Bureau said just how CORES and ULS will work 
together remains up in the air. “CORES is not replacing the ULS 
database,” he explained, “but there are a lot of questions as to 
how it is to be integrated.” A final implementation with respect 
to Amateur Radio is “yet to be determined,” he said. Under the 
most likely scenario, however, CORES registration will supplant 
ULS registration for those who do not already have an FRN. 


Those without an FRN will be required to register and provide 
one before transacting business with the FCC, whether or not a 
fee is required. An individual does not have to hold an FCC 
license to obtain an FRN. The requirement to obtain one extends 
to applicants for an Amateur Radio license as well as to anyone 
required to pay a fee to the FCC, such as those applying for a 
vanity call sign. CORES registrants will be required to supply a 
Taxpayer Identification Number—or TIN—typically a Social 
Security Number (SSN) for an individual. The FCC says CORES 
information is not made public. 


An FRN will not be needed to file comments in rulemaking pro- 
ceedings. Filings that do require an FRN but don’t include one 
will be rejected. The FCC has not yet proposed replacing the

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ISS Expedition 3 Crew Conducts Its 
First School Contact 


from The ARRL Letter — Youngsters at Seabrook Interme- 
diate School in Texas got their new school year off to a 
banner start by speaking with the International Space Sta- 
tion via ham radio. The September 4 contact was carried 
out as part of the Amateur Radio on the International Space 
Station program. Crew Commander Frank Culbertson, 
KDSOPQ, took the NAISS microphone for the first of 
what’s hoped will be several school contacts during his 
crew’s four-month stay. 


Ten youngsters in grades six through eight from the school’s 
Science Magnet Program took part in the contact. Among 
other things, the students wanted to know how life aboard 
the ISS compared with the space shuttle. 


“The space shuttle is fairly small,” Culberton said, compar- 
ing it to “a camper on the back of a pickup truck.” The 
space station is huge in comparison. “It’s like night and day 
between the two,” he said. “For living in space, the space 
station is the way to go.” Culbertson said he’s enjoying 
weightlessness aboard the ISS. 


One youngster wanted to know if the crew was able to 
shower aboard Space Station Alpha. “We don’t actually take 
showers,” Culbertson explained. “That would be pretty 
messy.” He said the crew cleans up using a wash cloth and 
hot water, plus special soap and shampoo that does not need 
to be rinsed off but can just be wiped dry with a towel. 


“Tt’s been a real pleasure talking with you guys,” Culbertson 
said as he signed off from NAISS. The students reacted 
with loud applause. 


Participating youngsters were enthusiastic about their ARISS 
experience. “That was just so cool talking to people over 
210 nautical miles straight up,” said Banks, a sixth grader. 
Seventh grader Adam, who hopes to become an astronaut, 
called it “a very eye-opening experience.” Savannah, an- 
other sixth grader, said she hoped to get her ham ticket. 


Coordinating the ARISS contact at the school was Bill 
Wood, W50OD, with help from the Clear Lake Amateur 
Radio Club (KSHOU) and the Johnson Space Center Ama- 
teur Radio Club (W5RRR). Sandy Peck, the school’s sci- 
ence coordinator, said some of her students are hoping to 
attend a licensing class in the spring. 


The ISS crew is tentatively scheduled to speak next week 
with students at Altamonte Elementary School in Florida.

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Seismic Detection of Tornados 


condensed from Science News, Vol 159 - Meteo- 
rologists have had good results so far using Dop- 
pler radar to detect funnel clouds but very often 
these never touch down. Current Doppler radar 
can’t distinguish between an aloft funnel cloud 
and a tornado so there is a high number of false 
alarms. [If there is rotation, this is still a danger- 
ous storm and this fact should be reported! - edi- 
tor] 


To distinguish between an aloft funnel and a tor- 
nado they are turning to seismic detectors. Tor- 
nados produce rumbles in the earth with a fre- 
quency between 2 and 269 Hz when they touch 
down and researchers have had success in pick- 
ing up their signature using a network of seismic 
sensors. They have developed software to pick 
out the tornado signature from the rumbles of 
trucks and trains. 


These rumbles have a range of only about 10 
miles so an effective detection network would 
require a grid of seismic detectors spaced every 
10 miles. [Fortunately the cost of these detectors 
is dropping.] A detection grid and software can 
then track the touchdown point. Meteorologists 
expect the system to be especially useful where 
hilly terrain blocks the view of spotters. They 
expect to install a trial network within a year.

FCC said that once various electronic 

filing systems—such as ULS—in- 

corporate CORES and FRN into their application pro- 
cess, “the need to maintain registration information in 
multiple systems will be eliminated.” 


The FCC said CORES makes provision for the registra- 
tion of foreign nationals unable to obtain an SSN by pro- 
viding the ability to register without one. The FCC has 
required that club stations obtain an assigned TIN when 
registering in the ULS. In an apparent about-face, the 
FCC’s CORES Order states that unincorporated radio 
clubs registering in CORES should use the TIN/SSN of 
the license trustee. The ARRL has asked the FCC to clarify.

Some words about YK1AO and Syria 


Overall our YK9A operation went pretty smooth. The 
license only took a couple months, we bypassed Cus- 
toms at the Damascus airport with all of our equipment, 
we had run of the STE building (our operating site), etc. 
What made this possible was a terrific effort by Omar, 
YKIAO. 


He’s 64, and very well educated. He’s a consultant in the 
communications industry in Damascus. He has a BSEE 
from the University of Alexandria (Egypt) and a PhD in 
Technical Sciences from the Academy of Communica- 
tions (in Leningrad, if I remember correctly). He’s a 
member of the IEEE, and so far is the only Syrian resi- 
dent to have a paper published by the IEEE (it’s about 
MSK and interference). 


He is very outspoken toward the Syrian government, and 
his hot button while we were there was their educational 
system. He also has a great sense of humor, and he worked 
tirelessly to make our YK9A operation as easy as pos- 
sible. Being a retired Brigadier General in the Syrian 
army probably helped a bit, too. 


He and his lovely wife Siham (YK1YL) have two teen- 
agers still living at home, and three older offspring school- 
ing/working in the US. He’s quite familiar with Western 
culture, so any of our blunders toward their culture was 
not too surprising to him. 


There are no private homes in or around Damascus, so 
everyone lives in apartments.

Vicky and I would love to go back some- 
day. Syria was nothing like we ex- 
pected. I think we half expected to see 
jeeps full of armed military personnel 
driving up and down the streets of Dam- 
ascus, or terrorists running around. We 
saw nothing of the sort. We also ex- 
pected a more arid environment, being 
in the Mideast. But Syria is pretty far west (almost on the 
Mediterranean), and Damascus had a decent amount of 
trees (but not enough by a long shot, as Omar pointed 
out).

CQ Contest Publishes Its Final Issue 


from The ARRL Letter — CQ Contest magazine has put 
out its last issue. Publisher Dick Ross, K2ZMGA, says the 
magazine, in publication for almost six years, has been 
losing money for the past several years, and the decision 
to cease publication with the October issue was strictly a 
business decision. The content for the ham radio niche 
publication will be absorbed into CQ. “CQ’s dedication 
to the contest community is in no way diminished,” Ross 
said in “A Message from the Publisher’ in CQ Contest’s 
final edition. All CQ Contest subscribers will be converted 
to CQ subscribers or have their CQ subscriptions extended 
on a dollar-for-dollar basis, starting with the November 
issue of CQ. In his “The Band Edge” editorial in the Oc- 
tober issue, CQ Contest Editor Bob Cox, K3EST, says 
the magazine’s legacy might be carried forward in the 
form of a Web publication to serve the contesting com- 
munity. The demise of CQ Contest leaves National Con- 
test Journal—published by ARRL—as the sole hard-copy 
magazine aimed at the Amateur Radio contesting com- 
munity.
